$2,000 each, twelve were selected from 
among the experienced clerks of the 
pension office, and eight were chosen 
from those most highly recommended 
among the new applicants; of the $1,K00 
list, five were promotions and fifteen 
were new appointments; of the $1,600 
list, twelve were promotions and eight 
were new apj sd fitments. One clerk was

President Garfield seems to have some 
of the Jacksonian backbone. A rumor 
is afloat that Coukliug will compromise 
with the President if the latter will with­ 
drew the nomination of Judge Robert­ 
son, aud give tile New York collectorship 
to some one else outside the State of 
New York. The Presid *nirefuses to en­ 
ter into any such an arrangement. 


■ A little pamphlet, without a title page 
end having 120 leaves, was sold in New 
York this week at auction for $5*25. It 
was the famous copy of Rikel’s “Mexico 
1541;” and at one time was tho projierty 
of the Emperor Maximilian. It is said 
to be the second lx»ok ever printed on 
this continent. The government wanted 
the book, aud sent an agent thither to 
bid asjhigh as $500, but Mr. Sabin, an 
accomplished bibliographer, bid $525 and 
got it. Ile would have paid $800 for it 
had it l>eeu neeessarv. 


A gentleman who has traveled pretty 
extensively Urn nigh Colorada, writes to 
the Cincinnati Times in regard to the 
destruction of cattle between Dodge 
City to Las Animas, in that State. Ac­ 
cording hi his statement, the distance is 
175 miles, and the entire region is a cat­ 
tle graveyard. 
Thousands upon thou­ 
sands of carcasses lie within sight of the 
railroad, and thousands of emaciated 
creatures so feeble that they can scarce­ 
ly stand, aud art* unable to rise if they 
fall down, titter about in a vain effort to 
find food. At Lakin, a station midway 
between Dodge City and Las Animas, 
the people estimate that at least lo,060 
cattle were crowded in sn I around the 
town during the prevalence of tile severe 
storm a few weeks ago. If tiles** state­ 
ments make any approach to accuracy, 
not only must the hiss be enormous, but 
there would seem to be no little danger 
of a pestilence from the decaying car­ 
cases. 


THE PRESENT SESSION OF THE SENATE. 
There is a strange contest going 
on iii the United States Senate over the 
question its to who shall be officers of the 
Senate. This is the cause of the con­ 
tinued session of tho Sc nab* from day to 
day, and the reason why the confirma­ 
tions have been delayed. 
At present. 
Democrats fill the offices in the Senate- 
There is a tie iii tho Senate, each party 
party having 38 votes, with Malioue 
voting 
with the 
Republicans 
aud 
Davis 
witli 
the 
Democrats. 
The 
Republicans elected their committees by 
the Vice President casting the deciding 
vote. But in the election of officers the 
Republicans are not so pleasantly situa­ 
ted, aud while the Democrats can not 
elect their candidates they can prevent 
the Republicans from electing theirs 
If 
the 
Democrats 
were 
to 
vote 
for one set of officers and thus make the 
vote a tie, as in the case of the organiza­ 
tion of the committees, the Vice Presi­ 
dent could cast his vote which would 
give the the Republicans a majority 
of 
one, 
and 
the 
trouble 
would 
be 
over 
with. 
And 
since 
the 
Democrats can not elect their friends to 
office, they propose to jday the mischief 
with the Republican programme by di­ 
viding their vote, some voting for one 
man and some for another, and in tins 
way break a tie and thus prevent the 
Vice President from casting the deciding 
vote. 
The reasons that led to this stubborn­ 
ness on the part of the Democrats, is the 
course of Senator Mahoue, of Virginia, 
who is a Democrat in principle and an 
ex-Con federate 
general, 
bat 
who 
was elected 
Senator by 
tho votes 
of the Republicans and 
the 
Re- 
adjustere. Being under no obligations 
to the Democrats, he decided to cast Ins 
vote whith the Republicans. 
There was 
a sort of an arrangement entered into 
tliat Mr. Itiddleberger another independ­ 
ent Democrat of the Mahone school, 
should be the Republican Sergeant-at- 
Arms of the Senate. In fact lie was 
Senator Mahone’s warm friend, and it 
was understood that in consideration of 
Mahone voting with the Republicans the 
latter were to reciprocate by voting for 
Itiddleberger. This arrangement raised 
the ire of the Democrats who now seek 
every 
means 
to 
defeat 
the 
election of tho Republican officers. One 
party or the other will be compelled to 
give way or the session will continue all 
summer. It is said there are four Re­ 
publicans in the Senate who are willing 
to throw* Mahoue for the time tieing and 
and go into executive business, and these 
are Hale and Frye, of Maine, Blair, of 
New Hampshire, and Ingalls, of Kansas. 
It is oven said that the President ami 
Secretary Blaine are of the opinion 
that 
this 
course 
would 
be 
best. 
But 
to 
desert 
Mahone 
now would lie to lose him hereafter, ami 
lienee there is a disposition on the part 
of the Republicans to stand by Mahone 
aud tho Republican majority indein ndeut 
of the length of time the session will be 
continued. Senator Sherman, a man p< s 
sessed of a well-balanood mind, and who 
is a careful ti ii aker and an able states­ 
man, is willing to light the battle for Ma­ 
houe regardless of the time it will require 
to make the Democrats surrender. 
This is the i*ositnm of the two parties 
briefly and plainly stated. The arrange­ 
ment with Mahone was jierfeefcly proper, 
aud it is right that the Republicans 
should stand by him.

M ilw a u k ee, April 8 —'Tho Sentinel 
publishes interviews with the leading 
lawyers on the failure of the apportion­ 
ment bill,1land being interviewed, Govern­ 
or Smith said that no difficulty woald re­ 
sult from the failure of the Legislature 
o make the apportionment. The same 
occurrence wcs mentioned as having 
eventuated during the session of the 
Legislature in the year 1851. The suc­ 
ceeding Legislature of 1852 went on and 
made the apportionment, a3 if directly 
empowered 
to 
do 
so 
by 
the 
constitution. The Governor appeared to 
be thoroughly satisfied that there wo uld 
be no trouble and seemed to think that 
the Legislature could next year make an 
apportionment. 
Ex-Chief Justice 
Dixon 
said he 
had 
not looked 
up 
the question 
and would not like to express an opinion 
until he had studied the matter. He 
knew only what be had seen in the news­ 
papers, nothing further. 
However, he 
looked up tho opinion which Judge 
Payne had written on a case which in­ 
volved a question very similar to the one 
now being discussed. After reading the 
remarks spoken of, Judge Dixon said it 
was apparent that the Legislature could 
make no apportionment except at the 
session immediately succeeding an enu­ 
meration of the population by either the 
State 
or 
United States authorities. 
Should they fail iii their duty the dere­ 
liction cannot be remedied. The next 
Legislature must be elected under the 
old 
apportionment 
and tho matter 
allowed to pass until 
another 
op­ 
portunity is presented as constitutionally 
provided. It was suggested by the 
Judge though, that if the Legislature 
neglected th oil* duty, there was no power 
which could compel them to do as they 
should. The result of the legislative tac­ 
tics would bo thattheold apportionment 
would remain for five years, and the 
next legislature would be elected under 
it, or the State government won hi he dis­ 
solved.

the Senate would remain iii session all 
summer. This is on the supposition that 
neither side will back down. As every 
Senator upon both sale says that they 
will not back down if tho session holds 
till December, it can be seen what there 
is to base a guess upon. In private there 
is less talk about holding on till Decem­ 
ber, but more inquiry as to a way out of 
tho difficulty. No way presents itself ex­ 
cept a square back down, which will be a 
very disagreeable proceeding when it 
comes.

I venture to 
say that there is not a single public man 
nor an intelligent citizen of Washington 
who has not noted the economies of the 
White House who will believe that Mr. 
Hayes’ expenses win ie president were 
$33,500 a year. We all know, for tho 
Hayes family have boastfully proclaimed 
the fact from the gilded parlors of the 
executive mansion to the cattle-shows of 
the Pacific coast, that wine had no place 
in the White House purchases. Thus 
the biggest 
source of 
outlay in all 
previous 
presidential 
housekeep­ 
ing 
was 
avoided. 
It 
is 
al­ 
most equally well known that the Presi­ 
dent did not have to pay for fuel, gas, 
house rent, furniture, 
vegetables, or 
flowers, and that, with two or three ex­ 
ceptions, the servants were paid by tho 
government. He bought the most of 
his meat and groceries at cost prices 
from the army commissary, and it is a 
matter of record that he drew his salary 
a montli in advance, and thus made in­ 
terest on his monthly allowance. Mr. 
Hayes, so far as diligent inquiry can as­ 
certain, never gave anything toward the 
campaign expenses of the Republican 
party—although he did allow the assess­ 
ment of tho clerks while pretending to 
oppose it—when tho poor of Washington 
were freezing and starving, and when for­ 
eign ministers bountifully assisted to 
stay the general suffering, the late occu­ 
pants of the white house, so far as tho re­ 
cords show, gave only a barrel of frozen 
apples to the children’s hospital.

view of all these facts, will some domes­ 
tic economist kindly explain how Mr. 
Hayes could have got rid of $33,500 a 
year as tho legimate expenses of the white 
house? It must not be forgotten that 
Mr. Hayes was a good man in all his 
walks. He had none of the vices of the 
ordinary man. His enjoyments were all 
in tile home circle. He did not go to 
tho theatre nor to the opera, lie liid not 
smoke; lie was plain in dress; he drank 
liqonr and wane only at other people’s 
expense; lie gave no prizes to public 
schools; ho dill not drive fast horses, 
lie dill not gamble; he did not buy books 
and works of art; aud there were no fe­ 
male scandals connected with his admin- 
is tratiou. Then w hat did he do with all 
his money? 
Nobody iii Washington 
eau figure up an actual expenditure of 
oven $10/HJO a year. From tho present 
outlook the American people will soon 
lie called upon to help another ex-presi­ 
dent out of bis poverty.

H aw th e Pima o f aa A ir L in e from 
H ew Y ork ta C hicago Look* on P a ­ 
per. 


P h il a d e l p h ia , Pa., April 7.—There is 
said to be a great scheme afoot to build 
an air line from New York to Chicago, 
crossing Pennsylvania on the forty-first 
degree and opening up untold mineral 
wealth. It is said to be backed by Eng­ 
lish capital and the plan on the paper 
calls for a bridge 
300 feet above 
the Allegheny 
river, 
the 
high­ 
est in the country. A supposed “ letter 
of instruction” to engineers orders them 
x) “avoid all curves aud gradients.” Such 
a road, it is stated, would be 180 miles 
shorter than any other roads and would 
iring Chicago fourteen hours nearer to 
New York. To reduce the tim© that nuni- 
>er of hours it would be necessary to re- 
luce the distance 500 miles. The officers 
of tile Pennsylvania railroad company 
say the whole scheme is as ridiculous as 
a railroad to the moon, and has nothing 
whatever in it. 


THE EARTHQUAKE AT SCIO, 


L o ndo n, April 7.—The Greek Patri­ 
arch at Constantinople telegraphs tho 
Greek committee in Liverpool as follows; 
“The news from Scio is heartrending. 
The catastrophe surpasses all belief. I 
implore you to form committees to 
receive subscriptions in aid of the suffer­ 
ers. The need is urgent.” Tho Lord 
Mayor of London has opened subscrip­ 
tions for the relief of the sufferers. 
Nearly £10,000 have been raised. 
Shocks of earthquake in Scio arc fast 
completing the general ruin. In Kastro, 
which contained nearly 4,000 inhabitants, 
only 150 are know to be alive.

Inside the shanty are 
erths for the men, usually three in 
number, like those in the forecastle of 
a vessel. A little stove and a platform 
and fish-box are all the furniture. Here 
the men are cooped up for two or three 
months, eat, and sleep, and fish. The 
fishing is effected generally as follows: 
A hole is cut in the ice about the center 
of the shanty. The men stand round 
it. two armed with light fish spears, the 
tliird with a line to which a herring is 
securely fastened. This ho lets down 
in the water and then slowly draws it 
back to the surface, when it is followed 
by a number of voracious pickerel or 
trout. The two spearmen stand ready 
to impale the best, and seldom if ever 
miss, as the fish will follow the bait to 
the top of the water. Torches are used 
also by night, which adds much to the 
picturesque character of the surround­ 
ings. 
The present population is between 
three and four hundred, exclusive of 
Ute teamsters and provision dealers. 
Most of the work Is done by companies, 
who hire the men at so much per day, 
but there arc many single fishermen, or 
rather trios, who work the season
